Plans for the merger August 
1st of Sierra Engineering Co. 
and the R. A. Hawks Co., both 
of Sierra Madre, have been 
announced by Richard A. 
Hawks, Sierra president. The 
new company will unite spe¬ 
cialized skills and equipment, 
benefiting employees, custom¬ 
ers, and stockholders, according 
to Hawks. 

The merged company will re¬ 
tain the name of Sierra Engi¬ 
neering Co. and will carry on 
all the activities of both root 
companies. The board of direc¬ 
tors will include R. A. Hawks, 
H. L. Dauiton, Charles Brown, 
Arthur Ritterrath and Robert 
Green. Hawks will continue 
to serve as president and chair¬ 
man of the board. Harry DauJ- 
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Judge John C. Mead was 
elected president of the Sierra 
Madre Swimming Pool Ass’n 
following the resignation of 
R. C. Lewis at a joint meeting 
Tuesday night with the Recre¬ 
ation Commission. 

' Consolidation of pool fund 
raising efforts, possibly in the 
form of a bond issue, met with 
the general approval of both 
groups and it was decided that 
the city’s taxpayers and resi¬ 
dents will be polled informally 
by mail for their reactions to 
such a plan. 

Indebtedness Low 

City Administrator R. Merritt 
Baker pointed out that Sierra 
Madre now has a per capita 
indebtedness of only $12.50 as 
compared with a national av¬ 
erage of $100 per capita, that 
this is "extremely low” and 
that the city has not had a city 
bond election since 1928. School 
district bonds are in no way 
connected with city funds. 

The advantages of the im¬ 
mediate availability of funds 
through a bond issue were em¬ 
phasized. Committees agreed 
that the fund-raising projects 
to date indicate that sufficient 
money for a swimming pool 
could not be raised by that 
method in a “reasonable” pe¬ 
riod of time. 

It is hoped that the survey 
of public opinion can be com¬ 
pleted by July 30 at which time 
the association and the Recre¬ 
ation Commission will meet 
with the representatives of all 
Sierra Madre organizations to 
evaluate the survey. If replies 
are favorable, plans would pro¬ 
ceed immediately for a bond 
election. 

Committee Named 

City Administrator Baker, Dr. 
M. W. Valois of the Recreation 
Commission and David Allen, 
treasurer of the Swimming Pool 
Ass’n, were named to a com¬ 
mittee to prepare a brochure 
giving estimated costs and 
plans for the swimming pool, 
copies of which will be mailed 
to all residents, together with 
the public opinion question¬ 
naire regarding a bond elec¬ 
tion. 

Mrs. Robert Bettencourt re¬ 
signed from her post on the 
Swimming Pool Ass’n board of 
directors and Charles James, 
city councilman, was elected 
to the board.

Dr. Milton W. Valois was 
elected president of the Sierra 
Madre City School board of 
trustees at a meeting July 15 
at which time the board also 
approved a $223,321 publica¬ 
tion budget which is $28,000 
higher than that of the pre¬ 
vious year. 

The increase is accounted for 
almost entirely by an 8 to 10 
per cent raise in staff salaries, 
including a $1000 one for Su- 
perintendent of Schools Charles 
A. Skutt, whose new four-year 
contract was signed at the re¬ 
cent meeting. Skutt is now in 
his seventh year in that post. 

Two New Teachers 

Also increasing the total 
operating expense figure, which 
does not include capital ex¬ 
penditures and tuition, is the 
proposed addition of two new 
teachers to the staff, starting 
in the fall, and the contem¬ 
plated leasing of two class¬ 
rooms from the Foothill Jewish 
Community Center to forestall 
the necessity of a double ses¬ 
sion. 

Funds for the increased ex¬ 
penses, according to Skutt, will 
come from an allocation of 
$19,000 more from the state 
based on average daily attend¬ 
ance, and another $9000 due to 
the increased assessed valua¬ 
tion on local property taxes. 

Tax Rate About Same 

The board anticipates at this 
time that the rate to the tax¬ 
payer will remain approxi¬ 
mately the same. 

In raising the teachers’ pay 
the board seeks to maintain the 
Sierra Madre City school dis¬ 
trict’s relative position with 
other school districts of com¬ 
parable size in the San Gabriel 
Valley. It is now ranked in the 
upper third. 

The budget has gone to the 
county superintendent of 
schools for final approval. Fol¬ 
lowing publication it then will 
be considered at public hearing 
Aug. 4.

His time as fire chief was ail 
too short for him to get ail of 
his ideas developed and fate 
has denied us a wonderful co¬ 
partner in battling the county’s 
fires. He will be sadly missed 
by the fire fighters from one 
end of the county to the other. 

Sierra Madre will miss him, 
because your fire chief could 
always go to him for advice 
and cooperation. It is only 
hoped that whoever may be his 
successor will be as human 
and as anxious to look into 
small cities' fire problems.

Death on the Vine? 

The proposed grade crossing across the Santa Fe tracks at 
Baldwin Ave. north of Colorado, if an eventuality, may have few 
or no advantages to Sierra Madre other than facilitating ex¬ 
change of mutual aid with Arcadia in case of fire or disaster 
and convenience of access to Colorado Blvd. and the Ramona 
Freeway. 

However, it has given rise to some discussion; some indi¬ 
viduals have taken to pondering its possible effects, business- 
wise, on our foothill town. Those local merchants who signed 
the petition favoring connection of N. and S. Bald%vin circulated 
here several weeks ago must have felt that the crossing, combined 
with our valued village attractions, would divert some business 
this way. 

It has rightly been suggested that an underpass would be 
preferable to a grade crossing but the Arcadia city engineer says 
that the terrain makes an underpass prohibitively expensive. 

- WARY OF CROWDING 

There are others here, of course, who cast a wary eye at the 
encroaching, elbowing population and bustling activity that they 
rightly fear might well obliterate the village atmosphere which 
attracted them in the first place. 

A Los Angeles expert in the matter of evaluating the eco¬ 
nomic aspects of communities and who has studied this district 


quite outspokenly remarks that Sierra Madre cannot thrive in¬ 
definitely on its “valued village attractions” alone. 

Death on the vine has NO attractions, he says in suggesting 
that Sierra Madre quite soon must make the choice between a 
planned modernization and expansion, in keeping with the atmos¬ 
phere it treasures, or find itself a “Model T in a Cadillac world.” 

The parade of newcomers to the foothills, the exodus from 
the cities and rapid growth of residential areas in this immediate 
vicinity, together with the effect on the conventional type of 
business district by changing merchandising methods, combine 
to present Sierra Madrfe with a “wonderful opportunity if taken 
hold of courageously.” 

RETAIN SMALL TOWN ASPECT 

In brief, the originator of the above quotes feels this step 
should involve the creation of a modern, artistically planned, civic 
and shopping center, accessible but in keeping with the small 
town feeling. He suggests this could be paid for by a “scarcely 
felt” municipal tax. A hasty measure to alleviate the parking 
situation alone is something less than adequate, in his opinion. 

It might be pointed out that this sort of practical face-lifting 
has been done attractively and profitably by New England towns, 
inhabited by commuters, than whom none is more jealous of 
rural appeal. Inviting parking areas are tucked behind one-story 
shops with related Early American facades in well integrated 
shopping centers. 

Something to think about?

We drove for about three 
hours along back country

who had the right grand- or 
great-grandfather. So it may 
be that my line over here has 
petered out. 

But was fun getting out in 
the back country, and talking 
to the farmers, all of whom 
are quite cooperative and full 
of suggestions as to which Mill¬ 
er to try next, etc. The coun¬ 
tryside is much more appealing 
than that which we saw in 
Scotland—more rolling land, 
hedges, farm houses of white 
and other colors, with thatched

Our remembrance of St. An¬ 
drews, Glasgow and Edinburgh 
will be of drab, terrifically dirty 
buildings — haven’t seen Pitts¬ 
burgh, but It couldn’t possibly 
be as bad. Food in Scotland 
was fair, but after three meals 
in Ireland have come to the 
conclusion that they all learned 
from the Puerto Ricans—noth¬ 
ing but grease. 

The "grease” (God knows 
what that is here) that they 
cook the chips in is then poured 
over the meat, so help me. We 
couldn’t go it — have stayed 
with porridge, poached eggs 
and sandwiches since, but will 
try a large hotel dining room 
in Belfast tonight and see what 
comes up. 

Like Irish Brown Bread 

At least, the Irish do have 
brown bread.

A truly won¬ 
derful sight which we couldn’t 
get over — whole hedges of 
them. And the trains in the 
Isles are simply filthy. Saw a 
few kilted men in Scotland— 
not too many, though. You’d 
have to laugh at ’em on any 
one but a Scotchman, but 
somehow they manage to wear 
them with dignity. And so to 
Belfast again, and a plane 
down to St. Albans, 20 miles 
out of London, where we will 
stay for a week with friends 
before flying home. 

AF Seeks 
Trainees As 
Observers 

Air Force observer training is 
now open to high school gradu¬ 
ates. Before July 6th, appli¬ 
cants were required to have at 
least two years of college, the 
same required for pilot train¬ 
ing. 

To enroll for observer train¬ 
ing. men must be between 19 
and 26V 2 ; single; in good phys¬ 
ical condition; have high moral 
and personal qualifications 
and pass a written qualifying 
examination and tests designed 
to determine aptitude for fly¬ 
ing. 

Train for Crew 

Upon graduation from the 
primary phase of observer 
training, the cadet enters one 
of the several basic courses 
which will train him for a spe¬ 
cific crew position. 

Those with two years of col¬ 
lege who enroll in the observer 
school now and are graduated 
with a commission as second 
lieutenant and observer after 
12 months, may serve for one 
year in that capacity and then 
apply for pilot training as an 
officer. 

Has Advantages 

In the event a pilot, with ob¬ 
server training, is grounded 
due to temporary physical dif¬ 
ficulties, he may remain on fly¬ 
ing status as an observer and 
thus be entitled to full flying 
pay. 

Information concerning this 
training is available at the 
Army and Air Force Recruiting 
Station in Pasadena.

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The Defense Budget, by far, 
the largest part of the total 
government budget coming be¬ 
fore the House for appropri¬ 
ation, has been the subject of 
a special news release, and 
much in the news recently. The 
House Appropriations Commit¬ 
tee did a magnificent job. They 
worked for months examining 
witnesses, making studies and 
surveys. They were intent on 
seeing that the defense effort, 
above all else, should have ade¬ 
quate funds, indeed, even maxi¬ 
mum funds that could be well 
spent. 

However, the $34,400,000,000 
which they recommended was 
$12'),i, billion less than the ap¬ 
propriations for 1953, six billion 
less than the budget estimate, 
and even 1 1/3 billion less than 
the Administration’s revised 
estimates. There has been per¬ 
fect cooperation between the 
Committee and the Administra¬ 
tion, and if the Administration 
(Secretary Wilson, Budget Di¬ 
rector Dodge & Co.) had not 
done such a magnificient job 
in pruning, the committee 
would have had rather a sav¬ 
age job to do. 

Sound Economy Necessary 

Military spending except for 
ammunition is traditionally 
wasteful. We come now to the 
realization that our defense ef¬ 
fort depends not only upon our 
forces in the field, the arma¬ 
ment and supplies to back 
them up, but also upon the 
basic soundness of our econ¬ 
omy. Many other nations 
which ignored the basic sound¬ 
ness of their economy in their 
defense effort have collapsed 
and we are now having to sup¬ 
port them.

Gilbert Warns 
Of Accidents 
In Home 

ROY O. GILBERT, M.D. 

Los Angeles County 
Health Officer 

Accidents in the home kill 
more children than any disease. 
In addition to killing, home ac¬ 
cidents permanently cripple 
more children than any other 
cause, even polio. 

The real tragedy of childhood 
accidents in the home is that 
they are almost 100 per cent 
avoidable. 

A national authority in child¬ 
hood accident prevention, Dr. 
H. F. Dietrich, senior attending 
physician at the Los Angeles 
Children’s Hospital, who has 
attended hundreds of scarred, 
maimed, crippled or dying chil¬ 
dren in the Los Angeles area 


has come up with some pretty 
stern advice for all parents. 

Parents Responsible 

He says, "Parents are now 
responsible for the most com¬ 
mon single cause of death in 
children—this is twisting words 
perhaps, but not facts. Acci¬ 
dental death is the killer, but 
the parents are the accom¬ 
plices.” 

In making the point that 
there is no valid excuse for 
such accidents, Dr. Dietrich 
says, that to prevent these 
ghastly disasters, parents do 
not need money, X-rays, labo¬ 
ratory tests, psychology books, 
formal education, doctors, or 
even a telephone. What is more 
important, he says, is instruc¬ 
tion, forethought, and effort 
with a timely question directed 
to themselves. “How can I pre¬ 
vent my child from being 
burned, drowned, mutilated, 
crushed, shot or poisoned?” Too 
often this question is asked too 
late. 

In answer to the oft-repeated 


statement of thoughtless par¬ 
ents. “Children have to learn 
sometime,” Dr. Dietrich says 
such parents will spend a lone¬ 
ly old age sans children or 
grandchildren. 

The wise parent, he says, is 
the one who lets his child learn 
that a fall from a chair or a 
drink from vinegar bottle has 
teaching possibilities. In the 
meantime this parent has 
locked the upstairs screen and 
has put the ant poison and lye 
under lock and key. 

A Unique Problem 

Dr. Dietrich concludes that 
accident prevention in child¬ 
hood is a unique problem. "No 
endowed foundation, no re¬ 
search laboratory, and no in¬ 
spired investigator is going to 
develop a vaccine, serum, anti¬ 
biotic, endocrine extract or 
operation that will prevent ac¬ 
cidents.” Interest on the com¬ 
munity level will help, but the 
ultimate mediators in the pre¬ 
vention of childhood accidents 
are the parents, he says.

A decade of opportunity. 

This is the forecast for Cali¬ 
fornia by the National Ass’n of 
Manufacturers, Pacific South¬ 
west Research Council. 

The chart above is based on 
a study of the U. S. Census Bu¬ 
reau figures, showing that the 
estate is growing in population 
at the rate of more than 8000 
new citizens a week. This will 
add up by 1960 to more than 
4,000,000 added people. In just 
the first two years of the dec¬ 
ade, the study shows, the state’s 
population has risen 7.6 per 
cent, almost double the na¬ 
tional average of 3.4 per cent. 

As the chart shows, the 
growth means that in fewer 
than 10 years California indus¬ 
try must be ready to provide 
jobs for nearly 2,000,000 new 
workers. Since it now costs an 
average of about $12,000 in 
capital investment for every 
worker, industries in this state 
must find new capital amount¬ 
ing to about $22,000,000,000 if 
they are to absorb these work¬ 
ers by 1960, the study reveals. 

It also points out that the 
sum needed to build new in¬ 
dustries and expand the old 
must come from individuals 
and corporations with money to 
invest—but that such money is 
not now available, largely be¬ 
cause of heavy personal and 
corporate taxes. 

It urges drastic government 
economy and return ot all pos¬ 
sible government functions and 
tax resources to state and local 
levels as first steps toward low¬ 
er taxes and capital formation. 

Such tax reduction, says the 
NAM, would aid materially in 
providing the necessary capital 
for the job expansion Califor¬ 
nia’s growing population de¬ 
mands.
